JOHN K.GOWDY, FORMER CONSUL 
GENERAL TO PARIS, DIES TOD AY 


Expires at His Home at 9 A. M. of 


Nephritis and Complication of 
Diseases Caused by Wounds 


SERVED 3 YEARS IN CIVIL WAR 


For Six Years Mr. Gowdy Was 


Chairman of Republican State 
Central Committee in Indiana 


WAS APPOINTED BY McKINLEY 


Went to 'Paris in 1897 Where he 


Rendered Distinguished Service 


For 8 and a Half Years 


John 
Kennedy Gowdy, seveuty- 


five years of age, pioneer citizen of 
Indiana, prominent politician, civil 
war veteran, and former consul gen- 
oral to 'Paris, died at his home here 
this morning at nine o'clock. 


Mr. Gowdy's death 
was due to 


nephritis and a complication of dis- 
eases' which developed from wounds 
lie sustained in the civil war. 
His 


condition had been critical for some 
time previous to his death.

1wo o'clock, with the Rev. Cylde S. 
Black officiating.

baptnin Gowdy served three years 


iiuthe Fifth llndiaan cavalry during 
the. civil war and for six years was 
chairman 
of the republican state 


central committee. In 1897 he was 
appointed consul 
general to Paris 


by President -Mclvinley and served in 
that capacity for eight and a half 
years, after which he returned to 
Rushville to spend the remainder of 
his Hfe. 


He was the son of Adam McConncll 


Gowdy and Nancy Oliver Gowdy, 
and was liorn at 
Arlington, Bush 


county, Indiana, 
August 23, 1843. 


In 1843 the family moved from Rush 
to Jasper 
county, Indiana, 
where 


John K. received his education in the 
public schools. 
His father, who 


was a public speaker of ability, at- 


, laiiied considerable 
prominence in 


politics, having been elected a dele- 
gate to the Constitutional Conven- 
tion, which met at Corydon, (then 
the State capitol) and & member of 
the legislature that ratified the first 
constitution of Indiana, in 
1851, 


having been elected "in 1850, for the 
legislative district composed of Jas- 
per, White and Pulaski counties. 
Jasper then included all the territory 
now comprising Jasper and Newton 
counties. 


Served in the Civil War. 


Responding to the nation's call 


when .civil war threatened the life of 


born two children, Latta Theodore, 
who died in infancy, and 
Fanny 


Alice, who was married to Robert B. 
Mansfield, American Consul General 
to Chile, on April 17, 190C. 


Active Participation in Politics. 
In 1872 Mr. Gowdy was nominated 


for and elected sheriff of Rush coun- 
ty, to which office he was re-elected 
two years later, serving as sheriff 
for four years. In 1879 he moved 
from the farm to Rushville. In 1882 
he was nominated in the republican 
convention, and subsequently elect- 
ed to the office of auditor of Rush 
county for a term of four years, at 
the end of which time he was renom- 
inated by his party by acclamation, 
and again elected, serving 
eight 


years as auditor. 


He also 
served his party 
as 


Chairman of the Rush County Re- 
publican Committee Tor ten years, 
1879 to 1889. In the capacity of 
chairman of the county committee, 
and in the 
management of 
local 


political affairs, Mr. Gowdy showed 
such genius for 
organization, and 


displayed such splendid 
executive 


ability, 
that it brought him into 


prominence, and made him a potent 
factor in state polities. 


In 1890, Attorney General Louis 


T. Mieiiener resigned as Chairman of 
the Indiana Republican State Com- 
mittee, and Mr. Gowdy was chosen 
to succeed him. In 1892,'when the; 
State Committee was reorganized he 
was elected chairman, and at' once 
entered upon an active canvass of 
the state in the interests of the 
party. His genius for organization, 
and his natural ability as a leader, 
soon attracted to his support lead- 
ing republicans throughout, the state, 
especially the young men in the par- 
ty, which enabled him to create, and 
to maintain for many years one of 
the mos-t efficient political organiza- 
tions ever effected in Indiana. 
In 


1894 Mr. Gowdy was again chosen 
chairman of the committee, and the 
success of the party in Indiana in 
that .campaign, when the entire re- 
publican state ticket, and thirteen 
representatives in 
congress 
were 


elected, the first time in the history 
of politics in the state that one party 
secured a full congressional delega- 
tion, added to the reputation that 
Mr. Gowdy had already gained as 
an organizer of unusual ability.

ALL CANNING STEPS ^fiiiroRTAiNt; 


WISE CANNERS HtED EVERY RULE 


The first step in home canning of 


vegetables or fruits is to make sure 
that all the needed apparatus 
is 


handy and in condition for imme- 
diate use. As explained this consists 
of a hot-water bath outfit (such as 
a wash boiler with a false bottom), 
or a steam-pressure cnnner, glass 
jars^tops and rubber rings (or cans 
and soldering outfit), a yard or two 
of clean cheesecloth for blanching 
and dipping, und the usual kitchen 
equipment of clean enameled pans, 
knives, spoons, wooden paddle, and 
sugar, salt, and other condiments 
for flavoring. Tables and all uten- 
sils with which the product is to 
come in contact must be scrupu- 
lously 
clean—preferably 
scalded 


with boiling water. 


Use Fresh, Sound Products 


The fruits 
or vegetables 
t3 be 


canned, must be fresh, sound, and 
neither too green ndr too ripe. 
Young vegetables give better results 
than old, woody or t'ongh ones. Aim 
to pet the products into the jars as 
quickly as is practicable. Every min- 
ute's delay lessens flavor and adds 
to the difficulty 
of canning. Such 


products as green peas or sweet 
corn are not fit to can if they are 


Preparing Fruits and Vegetables. 


Select sound fresh fruits and ve 


getables and carefully wash in cold 
water. Do not put soft berries into 
water. Rinse them by pouring water 
over the berries in a colander, being 
careful not to mash or bruise them. 
Sort the product again and discard 
all bruised or defective pieces. 


With clean hands 
and scalded 


utensils peel or scrape or cut up 
large products into pieces of can 
ning size. If the hot jars are not yet 
ready—and they must tiave boiled 
for at .least 15 minutes—cover each 
of prepared product with a clean 
towel or scalded cover. Better yet, 
prepare only a small quantity at a 
time and rush into one or two jars. 
Then prepare another batch. The 
quicker'the product is prepared an.1 
packed into the hot jar the' better. 


Blanching 


Just before placing in the jars 


put the prepared product in the cen- 
ter of a clean c'heesecloth square. 
Take the cloth by the corners and 
plunge the product into • the clean 
boiling water in the blanching vessel 
Allow it to remain in the boiling 
water only for the time specified for 
the particular product. Remove im-

Peas for canning should be picked 
early in the morning or during a cool 
spell and rushed into the cans. Don't 
let peas" stand after they are •shell- 
ed. 
Prepare Water Bath and Empty. 


Jars and Lids 


Start your day's canning opera- 


tions by putting your wash boiler 
or hot water bath with its false 
bottom to boil on the fire. Before 
the water in it gets too hot place 
clean empty jars on their sides and 
put glass covers or metal caps in the 
bath, the mc*tal caps preferably in a 
piece of cloth which may be lifted 
out conveniently. Cover the jars 
with water, put the lid on the boiler, 
and let the jars, boil until you are 
ready to use them. 
They, should be 


allowed to boil for at least 15 min- 
utes. As it takes time for a big 
vessel of water to come to a boil, 
start this boiling of jars some time 
before you begin actually to prepare 
your fmil or vegetables. Try not to 
have your prepared fruits or vege- 
taliles wait any length of time to be 
put into the boiled jars. 


Meanwhile start water for blanch- 


ing to boil in a ^lean enameled pail,' 


Use only new rubber rings. Short- 


ly before you will use the rubber 
rings add a teaspoonful 
of bicar- 


bonate (cooking) soda to a quart of 
boiling water. Cleanse the rubber 
rings just before-- putting them on 
Hie jars by dipping them for one 
minute in this hot 'so'da water.

Packing the Jar

the boiled jars. Rack .quickly and 
carefully, using a flat and narrow 
wooden paddle or wooden .spoon.

If the product is one that can be 


canned by a single period of boiling 
n a hot-water bath, your product,

Where only one boiling is required, 
•screw-top, clamp-top or self-sealing 
containers or cans can be used. 


Special Considerations 


A single period of processing in 


he water bath has been found gen- 
erally satisfactory for the canning

Intermittent Boiling 


For the benefit of those to whom 


ihe intermittent boiling or processing 
may not be familiar, it may be c*- 
ilained that this consists merely of 
•lacing the cans or jars of material 
o be treated in the boiler or canner 


boiling for the required length 


of time on each of the required,dw 
of time on each of three successive 
days. By many this is considered a 
safer procedure than the use of a 
single long period of boiling. 


if yon employ this method, when

and third boiling treatments, you 
should looseii the clamps or unscrew

er. Tighten covers at the end of 
each boiling.
